THB NEVADA SENATE. 


The San Francisco Chronicle has 


been speculating upon the probable 
result of the November election in 
this State, more particularly upon 
the State Senate, as the ten Senators 
to be elected this Fall will vote for 
Senator Jones' successor at the Leg- 
islative session beginning January, 
1879. 
The Gftronicle 
thinks the 


Democrats have decidedly the Lest 
outlook, as the term of only one of 
their members expires this Fall, 
•while nine Republicans go out. To 
goto bare majority the Democrats 
must elect six out of the ten Sena- 
ton to be elected—giving them the 
Independent—but there is, perhaps 
nothing in the world more unreliable 
than the so-called "Independent" 
politician. 
The Republicans have 


to elect only five to get a majority of 
one. Last session they had a work- 
ing majority of nine, or a two-thirds 
vote. At the November election we 
will elect fifty Assemblymen—a full 
lower House — and ten Senators. 
Nine of these Senators whose terms 
expire are Republicans, the other a 
Democrat. 
Of the present Senate 


17 of Republicans, 7 Democrats and 
1 Independent, total, 25. The soli- 
tary Independent hails from Washoe, 
is an uncompromising anti-railroad 
man, and generally votes with the 
Democrats. 
Of the 15 hold-over 


Senators 8 are Republicans and 7 are 
Democrats—counting the Indepen- 
dent with the latter. 
From our 


standpoint we can easily see why 
there is no danger of our Senate be 
jug otherwise than Republican by a 
good working majority. Storey is 
sure to elect two, Ormsby one, Lyon 
one, Washoe one, White Pine one. 
And the chances are very much in 
favor of one each from Humboldt, 
Elko and Lincoln counties, though 
local interests will to a great extent 
decide the complexion. 
Still the 


Republicans, without any of these, 
will have a majority. 


JEWELL AT BOHB. 
! 


There is quite a contrast between; 


Grant and Postmaster General Jewell 
and the cordial welcome of the latter 
at his home, in Hartford, Connecti- 
ut, on Monday evening, a reception 
uaving been tendered him which, 
>rovedagrand oration. Acommit- 
ee of citizens, of both political par- 
ies, met him in New Haven, and, 
after a reception there, went to Hart- 
ord by special train, stopping at 
Jeriden, where there was a welcome 
address by Hon. O. H. Platt, and a 
response by Governor Jewell. At 
lartford many thousands of people 
assembled at the depot, a salute of 
ifteen guns were fired and the 
arrival of the train was hailed with 
music and rockets. Governor Jewell 
was welcomed by Major Spragne 
[Democrat), who said that the peo- 
ple felt that there was no blot upon 
us escutcheon, and that the deter- 
mination of the people to resent all 
apparent injustice had added to the 
assemblage many of his political 
opponents. 
Governor Jewell ex- 


iressed his gratification at the cor- 
dial welcome of his friends and 
neighbors at home, and was glad to 
meet them again, and accepted the 
demonstration as an evidence that 
lis friends approved of his public 
course. 
He was glad to be pro- 


moted to the highest possible rank, 
hat of an American private citizen. 
A procession, consisting of seyen 
companies of the First Regiment 
State Militia, the Governor's Guard, 
he Cambridge Guards (colored), 
hen escorted the Governor to his 
residence, fireworks being sent off 
on the route and the. residences of 
citizens being generally illuminated. 
iVe glory in those noble people who 
bus reminded 'Mr. Grant that his 
removal of a faithful Cabinet official 
was condemned. It was just the 
right thing for them to do at the 
right time, and if they are like us 
hey don't care a cent whether Grant 
iked it or not. 


CARSON 
MINT COINAGE. 


Our home Mint was opened in 


1870 and has been steadily at work 
during the interval. 
The coinage 


statement for the past fiscal year 
shows an increase of over $2,000,000, 
The Mint was closed about the 10th 
of June for the annual clean up and 
settlement with the Director of the 
Mint at Washington. 
The settle- 


ment was very satisfactory, and the 
Mint was again started on work for 
the Centennial year on the 7th inst. 
The coinage at this Mint for the 
past three fiscal years compares 
as follows:

The work shows steady progress, 


the increase being larger and larger 
each year. Some complaint has been 
made about the imperfections in the 
coin turned out, but these have been 
attributed to machinery defects, 
which have now been remedied 
J. B. Harmstead, who has spent 
most of his life in the Mints, has. 
within the past few mouths, been 
appointed General Machinist at the 
Mint, and since then no more com 
plaints have been made about im 
perfect coin*.
